Disappeared Saturday. 


The details were thus left as 


much a matter of conjecture as 
ever The banker disappeared Sat- 
urday night after being accosted by 
two strangers in front of his estate 
and a posse was immediately or- 
ganized to search for his supposed 
abductors. 
The theory that he was being 
held for ransom was strengthened 
•when Mrs. Yocum received two spe- 
cial delivery letters, apparently in 
her husband's handwriting. She re- 
fused however, to disclose the con- 
tents of the letters or the negotia- 
tions she was supposed to have 
entered into with the kidnapers 
County authorities then suspended 
their search and at her request left 
the entire case to Mrs. Yocum. 


Maintains Silence. 


Beyond admitting that he was be- 


ing held for ransom, Mrs. Yocum 
maintained a strict silence regard- 
ing the disappearance. There were

Uncertain How Bureau 


To Aid Jobless

Preliminary steps toward the re- 


lief of unemployment in 
Lincoln 


during the coming winter "were tak- 
en Wednesday at a conference be- 
tween the city council and the com- 
mission for the stabilization of em- 
ployment in Lincoln, appointed by 
the council more than a year ago. 
An employment bureau is to be set 
up in the city hall. It will be some 
time, however, 
before the bureau 


will be ready to accept applications 
from the unemployed and from bus- 
inessmen seeking workers, members 
of the two groups said after the 
conference. 


The bureau is to be established 


through the co-operation of the two 
groups with the community chest 
and its participating agencies, in- 
cluding the Social Welfare society, 
Y M. C. A., and Y. W. C. A. There 
is to be a director of the bureau, 
but who this will be has not been 
determined. Clerical help will be 
supplied from the different offices 
in the city hall, at least one clerk 
being on duty constantly. 


During the course of the confer- 


ence the employment commission, 
for which Rev. Ray E. Hunt was 
spokesman, urged the council to es- 
tablish a bureau properly equipped, 
and with a man at the head who, 
"by training and experience" could 
command the confidence of both 
employers and workers. It would-be- 
his task to devote his entire tune to 
the work, not only in finding tem- 
porary employment for applicants, 
but to the many and more import- 
ant aspects of the unemployment 
problem.

Consider Bill for 


Legislature. 


to 


Measure Designed Help 


Pupils in Districts 
Financially Weak. 


Equalization 
of educational op- 


portunity is one of the major legis- 
lative measures to be discussed by 
the Nebraska State Teachers' asso- 
ciation at its approaching conven- 
tion. 
In 19929 the association employed 


Dr. Paul Mort, teachers' college, Co- 
lumbia university. New York City, 
as expert counsel to make a study 
of school finance in Nebraska as a 
basis for the working out of a plan 
of distributing the 
state's hchool 


funds. 
Prepare Bill. 


The findings of this study are in- 
corporated in an equalization bill 
to go before the Nebraska legisla- 
ture at its next session. The plan 
proposes to equalize the burden of 
school taxation, and provide equal 
educational opportunity for every 
boy and girl. Many children in the 
pooicr school districts are now de- 
nied the public school advantages of 
wealthier neighboring districts. 


Members of the legislative com- 
mittee sponsoring the bill are: Su- 
perintendent A L Burnham of Be- 
atrice, chairman; Superintendent E 
W. Wiltse of Franklin, Assistant 
Superintendent Leon O. Smith of 
Omaha, Superintendent H R. Part- 
ridge of Alliance, and Superintend- 
ent W. C. Jackman of Wakefield. 


Nebraska is the only state where 
the teachers have undertaken the 
study of educational 
equalization 


instead of the state government Dr 
Paul Mort has done similar work 
for the legislatures of several states. 
The educational program which 


is the guiding policy for the work 
of the association is stated in the 
following terms: 
Favor Extra. Aid. 


"Local School Support—We be- 


lieve that there shall be tax for 
school purposes, but that local re- 
sponsibility for support shall be 
supplemented by state and nation 
"State—We believe that the state 


should provide equal educational op- 
portunities for its children and that 
this can be realized only when the 
state as a unit, assumes a far great- 
er responsibility in the support of 
its public schools. 
"Federal—Furthermore, we believe 
that since education is the essential 
factor in the preservation of the 
nation, the assumption by the fed- 
eral government of a greater re- 
sponsibility for the support of pub- 
lic education is also logical and de- 
sirable. Favor State Board. 
"State Board of 
Education—We 


believe that Nebraska should have 
a state board of education which

Measure Designed Help 
Pupils in Districts 
Financially Weak. 


Equalization 
of 
educational op­ 
portunity is one of the major legis­ 
lative measures to be discussed by 
the Nebraska State Teachers’ asso­ 
ciation at its approaching conven­ 
tion. 
In 19929 the association employed 
Dr. Paul Mort, teachers’ college, Co­ 
lumbia university. New York City, 
as expert counsel to make a study 
of school finance in Nebraska as a 
basis for the working out of a plan 
of distributing the 
state’s 
hcnool 
funds. 
Prepare Bill. 
The findings of this study are in­ 
corporated in an equalization bill 
to go before the Nebraska legisla­ 
ture at its next session. 
The plan 
proposes to equalize the burden of 
school taxation, and provide equal 
educational opportunity for every 
boy and girl. Many children in the 
poorer school districts are now de­ 
nied the public school advantages of 
wealthier neighboring districts. 
Members of the legislative com­ 
mittee sponsoring the bill are: Su­ 
perintendent A. L. Burnham of Be­ 
atrice, chairman: Superintendent E. 
W. Wiltse 
oi 
Franklin, 
Assistant 
Superintendent Leon O. Smith of 
Omaha. Suiserintendent H. R. Part­ 
ridge of Alliance, and Superintend­ 
ent W. C. J ackman of Wakefield. 
Nebraska is the only state where 
the teachers have undertaken the 
study of 
educational 
equalization 
Instead of the state government. Dr. 
Paul Mort has done similar work 
for the legislatures of several states. 
The educational program which 
is the guiding policy for the work 
of the association is stated in the 
following terms: 
Favor Extra Aid. 
“ Local 
School 
Support—We be­ 
lieve that there shall be 
tax 
for 
school purposes, but that local re­ 
sponsibility for support shall be 
supplemented by state and nation. 
“ State—We believe that the state 
should provide equal educational op­ 
portunities for Its children and that 
this can be realized only when the 
state as a unit, assumes a far great­ 
er responsibility in the support of 
its public schools. 
“ Federal—Furthermore, we believe 
that since education is the essential 
factor in the preservation of the 
nation, the assumption by the fed­ 
eral government of a greater re­ 
sponsibility for the support of pub­ 
lic education is also logical and de­ 
sirable.

Education—We 
believe that Nebraska should have

Opera Girls. 


Now the ballet is another matter 
and a very good looking one. 
The ballet girls, who are called 
upon solely to ornament the operas, 
are easy to look upon. They know 
it too. and that is the cause ol the 
comely Rosina Galh's only woe. 
Miss Galli (Mme. Gatti-Casazza 


off-stage) is the ballet mistress and 
she has a hard time keeping her 
dainty corps together. 
The girl's 
run off to the movies almost as 
soon as they master the art of the 
ballet.

In connection with the approach- 


ing state teachers' conventions State 
Superintendent Taylor has sent the 
following message to teachers: 


"A careful analysis of the recent 


census indicates that those cities 
offering the best educational ad- 
vantages ace the cities which show 
the greatest growth. 'The public is 
realizing more and more that ignor- 
ance is expensive and that educa- 
tion is inexpensive regardless of the 
cost. With this increasing recogni- 
tion of the value of education there 
comes an increased responsibility to 
the teaching profession. 
Assocltaion Aids. 


"The public is rather inclined to 


accept the things which are tra- 
ditional without question, and there 
is the danger that teachers anc 
school administrators may find il 
easy to do things m the traditional 
way even when there may be new 
methods and procedures that have 
been proved worth jyhile. The Ne- 
braska State Teachers' association 
has. since 1867, constituted a sort of 
professional clearing house through 
which nsw and worth while pro- 
cedures might be passed on to the 
teachers of the state. In this way 
the association has made many vital 
contributions to the educational wel- 
fare of Nebraska. The thought of 
the leaders has centered around the 
child and his well-being ratker than 
around any selfish interests of the 
association or its members. Recen 
problems of research in which the 
association has engaged may serve 
to illustrate the unselfish attitude o 
1 the organization. 


"As you meet in your annual dls 
trict conventions, may we expres 
the hope that attendance may 
serve to inspire you with new zea 
for the year's work which lies aheac 
and may we also tell you of ou 
deep and sincere appreciation for 
the splendid contributions which 
you, 
through your membership in 


tl_e association, have made to edu 
cational achievement in Nebraska 
As state superintendent of publi 
instruction, may we urge that board 
of education co-operate in the full 
est possible measure in making i 
possible for their teachers to at 
tend the district conventions."

J. F. Purbaugh Discusses 


Annual County Loss; 
Talks of Chickens. 


County Agent J. P. Purbaugh of 
Lancaster county has choosen jack 
rabbits and poultry management as 
topics for discussion this week. His 
open letter to fanners follows: 
"Each year Mr. Cottontail and his 


big brother Jack are responsible for 
the death of hundreds of young 
fruit trees 
When the first snow 


falls and even before. Bunny steals 
into the orchard for his favorite 
desert 
After having once tasted 


of the forbidden fruit trees, it is 
difficult to keep him from getting 
his fill every day, unless the trees 
are protected in some way. 
"Fruit trees can be protected by 
wrapping them with building: pa- 
per. Some folks use corn stalks. 
Plaster lath is used a ereat deal as 
well as poultry netting. 
These 
lathes and netting can be stored 
away and used for several years.

'Suggests Counting Pullets.

are housed this fall is not nearly 
so foolish as "counting the chickens 
aefore they^are hatched," practical 
poultrymen believe.

should have three square feet of 
floor space per hen and the heavier 
breeds, including Reds, Rocks, Or- 
phmgtons and Wyandotes, should 
have four square feet per hen. Less 
than that space will not only cut 
down production of the flock but 
will increase the chanches for di- 
sease infection. 
"If the poultry raiser has more

Control Disease. 


A good feeding 


program, a com- 
fortable 
house 
that is dry and 
n e v e r crowded, 
and constant re- 
moval of weak, 
and sickly birds 
will go a long 
ways toward in- 
suring the health 
of poultry, declar- 
ed Jack Redditt, 
poultry specialist 
at the agricultural 
college today. 
Good management, Redditt said, 
is the most reliable disease control 
measure. It does the most good and 
costs the least. 
Use of permanganate of potassium 


eucalyptus oil, and sweet oil are 
valuable as treatment where manag- 
ing methods have been corrected 
and the flock culled out, Redditt be- 
lieves. Colds, roup, canker and flu 
are considered respiratory diseases 
and the weak birds should be sepa- 
rated before treatment is started. 
Chemical Assists. 


Redditt believes the" use of per- 
manganate of potassium in drinking 
water aids in killing germs that may 
fall in the water. Enough should be 
used to color the water. After losing 
its bright color, the mixture is of 
no value due to action on feeds, im- 
purities, or metals is Redditt's opin- 
ion. Because of the action upon 
metal containers the use of crocks 
or wooden troughs is recommended

College Prepares 
Hold New Kind 


Of Contest. 


A market corn show will be one 


of the new features of the utility 
?rain show at the agricultural col- 
lege in connection with Organized 
Agriculture in January, according to 
?. H. Stewart, secretary of the Ne- 
braska Crop Growers' association. 


It will be the first year for the 


market c o r n class. Competing 
samples in the class will be shelled 
field run corn taken from the fields 
of contestants entered in the 10- 
acre corn yield contest. The corn 
will be judged from the standpoint 
of market quality and condition as 
well as to type and adaptation. The 
state will be divided into the east- 
ern, western, irrigated, and central 
section for the market show. 
Feature New Class. 


The new class is one of the fea- 


tures of the annual corn and small 
grain exhibits held at the college 
during Organized Agriculture. The 
usual classes open 
to ten-ear 


samples 
of corn and exhibits of 
threshed grains are also included 
in the 1931 show. Premium lists and 
rules will be ready for exhibitors in 
the next few days, according to An- 
ton Frolik of the agronomy depart- 
ment, who'has charge of the entire 
exhibit. 


Frolik says the state will be di- 


vided into three sections in award- 
ing premiums for ten-ear samples. 
The eastern section is open to corn 
growers in counties east of the west- 
ern boundaries of Knox, Antelope, 
Boone, Nance. Merrick, 
Hamilton, 


Clay, and Nuckolls counties. 
Central Section, 


The central section is open to 


counties not included in the eastern 
section and which are east of the 
western boundaries of Keya Paha, 
Brown. Saline. 
Custer. Dawson, 


Phelph, and Harlan counties. Coun- 
ties west of the above boundary 
compete in the -western section in 
the ten-ear sample contest. 
The small grain i .ow is open to 


growers of certified seed. Ribbons 
and monev are to be awarded for 
Nebraska 60 nnter wheat; Marquis 
and Ceres spring wheat: Comfort, 
Velvet. Glabron. and Trebi barleys; 
and Nebraska 21 and Burt 293 oats. 
Competing samples will be those 
sent in by growers of threshed 
grain inspection under the rules of 
the association. 


Undue Prejudice Exists 


Against Irrigation, 


Says Werner. 


Many seed potato buying regions 


are unduly prejudiced against the 
use of irrigated seed stock, in the 
opinion of H O Werner, connected 
with the department of horticulture 
of the college of agriculture. With 
healthy tubers irrigation or dry land 
grown seed potatoes are apparently 
of equal value, wherever they are 
tested, he declares. 


He points out, however, that when 


diseases such as spindle-tuber are 
present in seed stocks irrigated po- 
,atoes degenerate much more rapid- 
y than do dry land grown stocks. 
This deterioration, he says, increases 
wtih each additional year of imga-

TALKS ON SEED 


POTATO STOCKS 


In order therefore, to grow seed 


potatoes that will meet the demands 
of a critical maiket, Werner empha- 
sizes, irrigation farmers must adopt 
sractices somewhat different than 
;hose commonly used in producing 
table potatoes. 
States Requirements. 


"Generally speaking," 
he states 


'the Triumph seed market demands 
;hat the potatoes be relatively free 
:rom all diseases, be small to med- 
ium in size, that is, from about two 
or three to eight or ten ounces, and 
je carefully sorted and packed ac- 
cording to standards of the U. S. 
No. 1 grade." In order to grow seed 
aotatoes of very low disease con- 
ient probably the best practice, he 
comments, is to plant only those 
ots of seed that^have shown very 
low disease reading, in the field the 
previous year and in southern trial 
alats. 


"The 
irrigation 
grower," says 


Werner, "will need to pay special 
attention to the isolation of insect 
carriers of disease. He should also 
remove diseased plants by early and 
frequent rogueing. Indexed Triumph 
seed stock:-, that have been in- 
creased by careful growers, are the 
most desirable seed source. How 
long it will be advisable to grow 
such lots continuously under irri- 
gation will depend upon the var- 
ious factors previously mentioned." 


The size of the tubers may be 


controlled within reasonable limits 
by either regulating the time and 
amount of irrigation water or the 
amount of seed planted, he sets out. 
By early irrigation the set of tubers 
is" increased and consequently the 
average tuber size is decreased. The 
objections to reducing the amount 
of water are that per acre produc- 
tion is thereby reduced and that 
this method does not always work 
well since rainfall cannot be con- 
trolled. 
By increasing the amount of seed 


planted per acre the 
number of 


tubers is increased, the total yield 
is increased and the average size of 
the tubers is reduced. This can be 
accomplished by planting 
either 


large seed pieces far apart or small- 
er pieces close together. The latter 
practice has been found to be most 
efficient, according to Werner. 
Discussing- Planting Problems. 


"OnO fertile irngatcj soils." he con- 
cludes, "the maximum planting dis-

The mixture is placed in a 
salt shaker and sprinkled over the 
nuts just after 
they have been 


drained 
In order to remove the 
surplus salt, the nuts are placed m 
a colander and shaken.

Nebraska Corn 73 Per Cent. 
Colorado and Wyoming reported 


bumper crops of corn, sugar beets, 
beans and potatoes. The condition 
of corn in Nebraska on October 1 
was reported as 73 per cent of nor- 
mal and gave promise of a crop 
slightly larger than the last 5-yeai 
average 
"In Kansas, Missouri and Okla- 
homa, where the drouth was more 
severe, corn failed to show any ma- 
terial improvement during Septem- 
ber" the report says. "In these 
states there is more than the usual 
conservation of com forage in si- 
los."The report continues: 
"September receipts of wheat at 
the primary markets were in small- 
er volume than during either July 
or August, the first two months of 
the new wheat year, but were hea- 
vier than in September 1929. Market 
receipts of corn and oats were small- 
er and of rye and barley larger than 
in the preceding month of the cor- 
responding month last year. 
"Flour production, due to fewer 
milling days,, was slightly under Au- 
gust, but was larger than a year 
ago.'•Market receipts of all classes of 
meat Animals except hogs, were 
larger than in August. Receipts ol

. •< In the next ten years the middle west will come in 
I for much moi;e attention in America's plan of Inter- 


nal improvements than it has heretofore. For more 
than a century most of the money, contributed by all 
of the people of the United States, has been spent 
along the Atlantic seaboard. It has developed har- 
bors and rivers, established magnificent national 
parks, and lavished millions of dollars upon buildings 
to house the activities of the federal government in 
that region of the country. 


The reason it has been doing this is that much of 


the country in the middlewest is comparatively new. 
Less than a century ago it was an uncharted fron- 
tier. One of the best illustrations of the newness of 
the empire which has been built in the Mississippi 
valley is seen in the state of Oklahoma. It will have 
to wait several years yet before it celebrates the semi- 
centennial of statehood. It has a population of more 
than 2,000,000 people. It has a score of flourishing 
cities, three of them touching 100,000 or more. The 
rapid growth and development of Oklahoma as typi- 
cal of what has taken place in other sections of the 


>central west. There are now 36,000,000 people living 
'."there, splendid cities have been built, and an enor- 
/ inous portion of the national wealth is created in the 


region. 


Slowly the dominant position in national affairs Is 


"moving westward. New England, which formerly rode 
"in the saddle, within the last twenty years has lost 
the industries which formerly made her voice su- 
TJreme. They have been moving westward and south- 


'•."ward. In the next half century, the west will be 
*in command. 
,.-^'This situation has an Important bearing upon the 
" political campaign which is being fought in Nebraska 
\a.t this time. We have said repeatedly we need a 


man in the TJnited States senate willing to speak and 
plead for Nebraska. We are entitled to considera- 
tion. We contribute our portion to the national in- 
come. But so long as our representatives in the sen- 
ate are In continual battle with the administration, 
are fighting alone and single handed upon issues, 
Which in the final analysis have little bearing upon 
Nebraska progress, we cannot hope to gain recogni- 
tion in the program of Internal improvement. 


Here in this state we look forward to the time when 


gigantic Irrigation projects will receive the whole- 
hearted support of the federal government. It has 
been demonstrated beyond question that vast sections 
of Nebraska, formerly thought unfit for any purpose 
except grazing, can be made to produce abundant 
grain crops with adequate water. The strides which 
• have been, made in the North Platte valley and in 
other parts of the Panhandle can be duplicated in 
most of that region under proper conditions. 


Senator Norris has been a glowing, inspiring figure 


In some of the fights which he has made in the sen- 
ate. They were not upon issues which concerned Ne- 
braska, however. When his record of accomplish- 
"inent hi the matters which are of particular concern 
' to this state is placed under the microscope it is par- 
' ticularly barren. He had^an opportunity to give rep- 


rresentation to Nebraska on the powerful insterstate 


commerce commission by the appointment of H. G. 


• Taylor, a former member of the Nebraska commis- 
sion. He would not give the administration assur- 
•; ance that he would support Mr. Taylor's nomination. 


On the contrary he and his colleague, it is under- 


' stood, favored another. The result is that an Okla- 
•homa lawyer received the appointment, and Nebras- 
ka suffered as a consequence in the readjustment of 
freight rates. 


The examples could be continued. 
Senator Norris has been thinking in national terms. 


He has not been championing Nebraska's interests. 
He has been following his own lone course, devoting 
"his talents and his energies to a fight against what 
• Tie calls predatory interests. If "we are to share in 
. the largest degree in the growth of the middle wc^t 
.oier the next half century we shall need someone 
•t Washington to represent Nebraska. 


BRITAIN'S NEW POWTICAl, LINEUP. 


Simultaneously with the formation of a working 


alliance between the labor government and the liberal 
party, as signalized by the king's speech before parlia- 
ment Tuesday favoring electoral reform and a re- 
vised system of land taxation, comes the announce- 
ment of a formidable revolt against Stanley Bald- 
Win's leadership of the conservative party. 


These developments will complicate the situation 


on both sides, but ihcir effect will undoubtedly be to 
strengthen the MacDonald fovcmmcnt and give the 
coahtion parties a cood chance to win over the con- 
servatives if a general election should be called, 


Not lone ago it JooScd as though the labor minis- 


,trs was riding to ats fall and that the lories would 
come into power on a wave of popular discontent 
Agitation lor the abandonment of the old free trade 
policy and adoption of the protective tariff system in 
some form scenac-d to be making great headway. The 
labor party was threatened with a split in its own 
membership on that i<sii<\ while the conservatives 
expected to «sc it as thnr winninc card. 


Overnight, however, the picture has chanced. The 


"Ijondon conference called to consider plans for the 
. furtherance to trade between Great Bnlam and the 


colonial dominions throaph preferential tariffs failed 
to bring any tanciblc results. At the same time, sen- 
timent in the conservative ranks was found to be far 
from unanimous. While Baldwin was disposed to 
proceed cautiously and along moderate lines in the 
direction of "safe^uardine duties,"' which is the Eng- 
fish name for tariff, tlie party newspapers controlled 
by lords Bcaverbrook and RotheraxTc became loud- 
ly insistent on immrdialc and general application of 
«5C protective principle. 


With the conservative camp rent by factional 


ironiWrs. the MacDonald irsr-roe has fortified its posi- 
tion by making terms witn i.Joy<3-Georee- As the lat- 
ter with his group holds the balance of power in 


this more briagi to ttae government's 


support for the ffrst time an actual majority. The 
literals have heretofore, on different occasions, voted 
with the laborites on specific questions, but the lat- 
ter knew that at any time the Lloyd-George contin- 
gent might turn against them and bring about the 
downfall of the government. 


The wily Welshman has evidently played his hand 


well. Without giving any aid or comfort to the con- 
servative opposition, he impressed on the MacDonald 
administration the fact that it needed the votes of 
his bloc in order to maintain itself. The conditions 
on which they could be had were also made known. 
These were: 


1. A plan for electoral reform -which would assure 


the liberal party of representation in parliament In 
proportion to the total number of votes cast lor its 
candidates in the whole country. 


2. Provision for taxing "site values" of land as a 


means of further breaking up large estate holdings 
and making them available to small farmers. 


Acceptance of these two proposals by the MacDon- 


ald ministry has cleared the way for active coopera- 
tion between the laborites and the liberals. As a re- 
sult, there may not be any general election this spring 
or this year. Should there be one, however, the two 
groups will probably join hi supporting the same 
candidates in many districts, instead of each putting 
up its own man. Their combined strength will quite 
likely be enough to win over the conservatives, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the latter are in 
serious disagreement among themselves. 


KIDNAPING FOR RANSOWL 


A short time ago after a number of Christian mis- 


sionaries had been captured by Chinese bandits and 
held for heavy ransom, it was said by those in posi- 
tion to know that if the money were paid no mission- 
ary in that country would be safe. Now the same 
thing is being said by members of the Bankers' as- 
sociation in Illinois, who fear that if the attempt to 
extort $50,000 for the release of Earl L. Yocum, 
wealthy resident of Galva. should have been successful 
there will be an outbreak of kidnaping, and that no 
person whose relatives or associates are able to raise 
large sums of money can in safety be without a 
tieavily armed guard at any tune. 


And the fear seems to be well founded. The law- 


less element; the enemies of society, seem to be so 
well organized and so desperate in their determina- 
tion to prey ruthlessly upon the public, that they will 
take any chances. A few years ago bank holdups 
were comparatively rare, but recently Nebraska aver- 
aged one a week over a considerable period. This 
epidemic resulted in such a general adoption of pre- 
cautionary measures, however, that there has been 
a lull, and the desperadoes have apparently turned 
to another field of endeavor. They have now taken 
up kidnaping for ransom. 


Not that this is a new game. In fact it is one of 


;he oldest, and has been practiced by brigands from 
the earliest period. It has been one of the-favorite 
systems of the mafia of Sicily, who first threatened 
and if the demands of the band were not compiled 
with, carried the threats into execution. Members 
of the society who came to the United States kept up 
the practice, but to a great extent among their own 
countrymen, who knew the ruthlessness of the mafia 
and were easy victims. 


Mexican bandits have captured and held many 


for ransom, mainly citizens of the United States, 
though at times wealthy Mexicans have also been 
carried away. Many foreigners in the 
interior of 


China have been held for ransom, within the past 
half century, but in this country crimes of this 
character upon the part of Americans have been com- 
paratively few. 


It is to be hoped that means will be found for 


quickly putting a stop to it, for it is the most fiendish 
and devilish of any crime in the entire category. It 
puts to the most exquisite torture the relatives of the 
person held captive, who, in order to save that one 
from harm, must protect the authors of their misery. 
The most extreme punishment should be the penalty 
for such a crime and there should be no alternative. 


EXPENSIVE HOSPITALS. 


The whole present hospital system of the world Is 


wrong and shockingly expensive in the opinion of 
Sir James Barrett of Melbourne, Australia. He added 
to this charge in a recent address in Canada before 
the British Medical association a declaration that it 
is unnecessary. 


To back his assertion up, he pointed to a program 


that has been carried out in portions of Australia. 
A skilled nursing service, he said, had been made 
available in sparsely settled country there at a small 
cost of the residents. 


Subscribers to the nursing service pay an annual 


assessment of $8 and from this service has grown a 
hospital system In which it is possible to give sub- 
scribers hospital accommodation, nursing and food at 
the rate of $10 a week. 


When contrasted with the prices levied in the av- 


erage American hospital, never running below $5 a 
day and often as high as $10 a day, the Australian's 
comments demand attention. 


The scheme Is a form of hospital insurance. It es- 


tablishes two factors, that economical hospitalization 
Is possible and that a form of moderate fee insur-' 
ance protection reduces the expense in times of need. 


There are two great needs in the health program 


of this country today. The one is cooperation in 
health measures to avoid disease. The other is a 
systematic study of hospital problems to evolve an 
economical means of providing hospital care. 


CAN PROSPERITY ENDURE? 


Expressing amazement at the apparently wide- 


spread prosperity of this country, in an interview 
Monday, one of the members of the English debating 
team which appeared here Monday evening, raised 
the question as to whether prosperity could endure. 


In this country only a few days, unfamiliar -with 


much of the country's background and many of its 
problems, the young student, nevertheless, drove head 
foremost into one of the major difficulties confront- 
ing this country in its attempt to maintain prosperity. 


That is production. "What are you going to do?" 


he asked. "You have developed -wonderful means of 
mass production. But you have developed them to 
such an extent in order to make them efficient that 
you can now produce in much greater quantities than 
you can possibly consume." 


Almost the same problem is presented In a vigorous 


and able manner in the current issue of Harper's 
magazine by Stuart W. Chase, accountant and dis- 
tinguished writer on business 
problems who has 


grasped perhaps more concisely than any other writ- 
er the fundamental issues that American business 
must solve, 


American is in the peculiar situation of being able 


to produce more than it can consume and by that 
very capacity staggering under a peak of unemploy- 
ment^ 


The solution is not to be found in backward pro- 


posals such as those of the Illinois mine workeis -who 
advocated the removal of all machinery from the 
mints The solution is to be found in a nation-wide 
adjustment of working hours and wages which will 
keep production at a sufficiently high pitch to assure 
i all peoples the common comforts they desire and the 
' means with which to secure them. The solution will 
demand further a greater diversification of industry 
to make possible satisfaction of tastes other than the 
standardised requirements of current life. 


The prospect for the future, gi-.en such' adju«tments. 


could not be more rosy. The country has amazing 
resources, remarkable Inventive capacitv, 
untold 


ability to produce the comforts which all dcf.ire. And 
it can do so without subjecting any individuals to un- 
due hours of labor or prolonged monotonous tasks, 
if it will only do so. It could op<-n the dcor to new 
vistas of expression and appreciation in art and 
literature and music 
No country cirr had such a 


Eiorious opportunity lor widespread prosperity lor all 
, classes and universal development of appreciation of 
1 the richer instincts of life.

The waste of America's national 


resources has often troubled me as 
a professional man. But our people 
seem indifferent about it. Can you 
not call attention to it, and do 
something to prevent it continu- 
ance? 


ANSWER, 
I do not think one voice lifted up 
against such widespread careless- 
ness and prodigality can avail much. 
But I am glad to comply with yo:(T 
request, and to join my poor efforts 
to those which you and others who 
feel as you do are making in behalf 
of conservation. 
Commencing 
with 
President 
Roosevelt all of our chief executives 
have striven to remedy the evil you 
mention. Congress has adopted 
numerous conservation measures, 
and the state legislatures have been 
active in the same direction. But 
much remains to be done, and most 
of all, the public mind needs to be 
aroused and enlightened on this 
issue. 
Take, for example, coal as the 
basic mineral of our industrial life. 
Every ton of it" mined becomes the 
victim of an economic crime. Ninety- 
five per cent of it is wasted when 
burned for heating purposes. Yet a 
ton of coal can produce ten thou- 
sand cubic feet of gas, fourteen 
hundred pounds of coke, twenty-five 
pounds of ammonia, ten gallons of 
tar, and one and one-eighth gallons 
of benzol. 
Germany, the pioneer nation in 


applied science, has developed a 
process •which saves these valuable 
products and enriches her people. 
One wonders when America will 
wake up and emulate Germany's ex- 
ample, not only in respect to coal, 
but with regard to all our natural 
resources.

What is the foundation of tbe 


Christian belief that the Bible is the 
revealed word of God? 


Does not faith in revelation pre- 


suppose a belief in the authenticity 
of the original manuscripts as well 
as in the ability and fidelity of the 
translators? 


If the Bible is the revealed word 


of God why should the proper in- 
terpretation of many parts of it be 
an academic question or a matter of 
severe controversy? Why tie lack 
of clarity if the divine inspiration is 
there? Should not every sentence 
be clear, precise and lucid; in short, 
is not tbe interpretation of divine 
revelation an anomaly?. I write as 
a Christian. 


ANSWER. 
The foundation of the Christian 


belief in the Bible is based on the 
Person of Christ. Your religion is 
the religion of that Person, and the 
record of His life is in the litera- 
ture we call the Holy Scriptures. 
What they tell us about Him and 
the Jong process which led up to 
Him Is for believers a divine revela- 
tion. 
This faith certainly presupposes a 


belief in the general authenticity of 
the record. But it does not compel 
us to believe that every wort of 
every author, copyist or translator 
has been transmitted in literal per- 
fection or without the possibility of 
human error. 
As a matter of fact the human 
element can never be entirely elimi- 
nated from the Bible, nor is it de- 
sirable that it should be.

The 
liberals have heretofore, on different occasions, voted 
with the laborltes on specific questions, but the lat­ 
ter knew that at any time the Lloyd-George contin­ 
gent might turn against them and bring about the 
downfall of the government. 
The wily Welshman has evidently played his hand 
well. Without giving any aid or <» mfort to the ccm- 
servaUve opposition, he impressed on the MacDonald 
administration the fact that it needed the votes of 
his bloc In OTder to maintain Itself. The conditiona 
on which they could be had were also made known. 
These were; 
1. A plan for electoral reform which would assure 
the liberal i» rty of representation in parliament In 
proportion to the total number of votes cast for its 
candidates in the whole country. 
2. Provision for taxing “site values’* of land as a 
means of further breaking up large estate holdings 
and making them available to small farmers. 
Acceptance of these two proposals by the MacDon­ 
ald ministry has cleared the wray for active coopera­ 
tion between the laborltes and the liberals. As a re­ 
sult, there may not be any general election this spring 
or this year. Should there be one, however, the two 
groups will probably Join in supporting the same 
candidates in many districts, instead of each putting 
up its own man. Their combined strength will quite 
likely be enough to win ovet the conservative, e - 
peclally in view of the fact that the latter are in 
serious disagreement among themselves. 


A NEBRASKA SPOKESMAN. 


In the next ten years the mlddlewest will conup in 
for much mo^e attention in America’s plan of inter­ 
nal Improvement.s than it has heretofore. For more 
than a century ma‘<t of the money, contributed by all 
of the people of the United States, has been spent 
along the Atlantic seaboard. It ha.s developed har­ 
bors and rivers, e.stablished magnificent 
national 
I» rk.s. and lavished millions of dollars upon buildings 
to house the activities of the federal government in 
that region of the country'. 
The reason it has been doing this Is that much of 
the country in the middlewe.st is comparatively new. 
Less than a century ago it was an uncharted fron­ 
tier. One of the best illustrations of the newness of 
the empire which ha.s been built in the Mississippi 
valley Is seen in the state of Oklahoma. It will have 
to W'ait several years yet before it celebrates the semi­ 
centennial of statehood. It has a population of more 
than 2.000,000 people. It has a score of flourishing 
cities, three of them touching 100,000 or more. The 
rapid growth and development of Oklahoma is typi­ 
cal of what has taken place in other sections of the 
central west. There are now 36,000.000 jieople living 
there, splendid cities have been built, and an enor­ 
mous portion of the national wealth is created in the 
region. 
Slowly the dominant position in national affairs is 
moving westward. New England, which formerly rode 
In the saddle, within the last twenty years has lost 
the industries which formerly made her voice su­ 
preme. They have been moving we.stward and south­ 
ward. 
In the next half century, the west will be 
in command. 
This situation has an important bearing upon the 
political campaign which is being fought in Nebraska 
at this time. We have said repeatedly we need a 
man in the United States .senate willing to speak and 
plead for Nebraska. We are entitled to considera­ 
tion. We contribute our portion to the national in­ 
come. But 8 0 long as our representatives in the sen­ 
ate are in continual battle with the administration, 
are fighting alone and single handed upon Issues, 
Which in the final analysis have little bearing upon 
Nebraska progre.s.s, we cannot hope to gain recogni­ 
tion in the program of internal improvement. 
Here in this state we look forward to the time when 
gigantic irrigation projects will receive the whole- 
liearted support of the federal government. 
It has 
been demonstrated beyond question that vast sections 
of Nebra.ska, formerly th(Hight unfit for any purpose 
except grazing, can be made to produce abundant 
grain croiis with adequate water. 
Th e strides which 
have been made in the North Platte valley and in 
other parts of the Panhandle con be duplicated in 
most of that region under proper conditions. 
Senator Norris ha.s been a glowing, impiring figure 
in some of the flght.s which he has made in the sen­ 
ate, They were not upon Issues which concerned Ne­ 
braska, however. When his record of accomplish­ 
ment In the matters which are of particular concern 
to this state is placed under Uie microscope it is par­ 
ticularly barren. He had an oppm-tunlty to give rep­ 
resentation to Nebraska on the powerful insterstate 
commerce commission by the appointment of H. Q. 
Taylor, • former member of the Nebraska commis­ 
sion. He would not give tlie administration assur­ 
ance that he would supixirt Mr. Taylor’s nomination. 
On the contrary he and his colleague, it Is under­ 
stood, favored another. The result is that an Okla­ 
homa lawyer received the appointment, and Nebras­ 
ka suffered as a con.sequence in the readjustment of 
freight rates. 
The examples could be continued. 
Senator Norris has been thinking in national terms. 
He has not been championing Nebraska's Interests. 
He has been following his own lone course, devoting 
his talents and his energies to a fight against what 
he calls predatory intcrest.s. If we are to share in 
the largest degree in the growth of the middle Wi« t 
over the next half century we shall ne^d someone 
Rt Wa.shlngton to reprc.sent Nebraska. 


KIDNAPING FOB RANSOM. 
A short time ago after a number of Christian mis­ 
sionaries had been captured by Chlnwe bandits and 
held for heavy ran.som, it was said by those In pMi- 
tlon to know that if the money were paid no mission­ 
ary in that country would be safe. Now ü ie same 
thing is being said by members of the Bankers’ as­ 
sociation in Illinois, who fear that if the attempt to 
extort $ 50,000 for the release of Earl L. Yocum, 
wealthy resident of Oalva, should have been successful 
there will be an outbreak of kidnaping, and that no 
person whose relatives or associates are able to raise 
large sums of money can in safety be without a 
heavily armed guard at any time. 
And the fear seems to be well founded. The 
la w­ 
less element; the enemies of society, seem to be so 
well organized and so desperate In their determina­ 
tion to prey ruthlessly upon the public, that tl^y will 
take any chances. A few years ago bank holdups 
were comparatively rare, but recently Nebraska aver­ 
aged one a week over a considerable period. 
This 
epidemic resulted in such a general adoption of pre­ 
cautionary measures, however, that there has been 
a lull, and the desperadoes have apparently turned 
to another field of endeavor. They have now taken 
up kidnaping for ransom. 
Not that this is a new game. In fact it is one of 
the oldest, and lias been practiced by brigands from 
the earliest period. It has been one of the'favorite 
systems of the mafia of Sicily, who first threatened 
and if the demands of the band were not compiled 
with, carried the threats into execution. 
Members 
of the society who came to the United States keiH up 
the practice, but to a great extent among their owm 
countrymen, who knew the ruthlessness of the mafia 
and w’ere easy victims. 
Mexican bandits have captured and held many 
for ransom, mainly citizens of the United States, 
though at times wealthy Mexicans have also been 
carried away. Many foreigners in the 
interior ct 
China have been Iwld for ransom within the past 
half century, but in this country crimes of this 
character upon the part of Americans have been com­ 
paratively few. 
It is to be hoped that means will be found for 
quickly putting a atop to it. for tt is the most fiendish 
and devilish of any crime in the entire category. It 
puts to the most exquisite torture the relatives of the 
person held captive, who, in order to save that one 
from harm, must protect the authors of their misery.

EXPENSIVE HOSPITALS. 
The whole present hospital system of the world Is 
wrong and shockingly expensive in the opinion of 
Sir James Barrett of Melbourne, Australia. He added 
to this charge in a recent address in Canada before 
the British Medical association a declaration that it 
is unnecessary. 
To back his assertion up, he pointed to a program 
that has been carried out in portions of Australia. 
A skilled nursing service, he said, had been made 
available in sparsely settled country there at 
a small 
cost of the residents. 
Subscribers to the nursing service pay an annual 
asses.sment of $ 8 and from this service has grown a 
hospital system in which it is possible to give sub­ 
scribers hospital accommodation, nursing and food at 
the rate of $ 10 a week. 
When contrasted with the prices levied in the av­ 
erage American hospital, never running below $ 5 a 
day and often as high as $ 10 a day, the Australian’s 
comments demand attention. 
The scheme is a form of hospital insurance. It es­ 
tablishes tw’o factors, that econwnlcal hospitalization 
is possible and that a form of moderate fee insur­ 
ance protection reduces the expense in times of need. 
There are two great needs in the health program 
of this country today. 
The one la cooperation In 
health measures to avoid disease. The other is a 
systematic study of hospital problems to evolve an 
economical means of providing hospital care. 


CAN PROSPERITY ENDURE? 
Expressing amazement at the apparently wide­ 
spread prosperity of this country, in an interview 
Monday, one of the members of the English debating 
team which appeared here Monday evening, raised 
the question as to whether prosperity could endure. 
In this country only a few days, unfamiliar with 
much of the country’s background and many of its 
problems, the young student, nevertheless, drove head 
foremost into one of tne major difficulties confront­ 
ing this country in its attempt to maintain prosperity.

Yet a 
ton of coal can produce ten thou­ 
sand cubic feet of gas, fourteen 
hundred pounds of coke, twenty-five 
pounds of ammonia, ten gallons of 
tar, and one and one-eighth gallons 
of benzol.

RATE EQUALITY 


Joins Beatrice, Fremont 


In Petition to 


I. C. C. 


Claim 
Discrimination 


Exists Favoring 


Omaha. 


Contending that there is an in- 
equality in freight rates from the 
east to Beatrice, Lmcoln and Fre- 
mont, compared to the rates to Om- 
aha, the chambers of commerce of 
the interior Nebraska cities have 
petitioned the interstate commerce 
commission in a joint brief, to grant 
them relief through revision of "key 
point" rates, and a shifting of the 
boundary line of zone No. 1 to in- 
clude Lincoln and Fremont. If this 
is done, the brief states, "it will 
place Lincoln and Fremont in a 
jiroper relationship to Omaha, and 
much improve 
the 
situation of 
Beatrice." The petititon was filed 
with the commission by E. J. Mc- 
Vann, the Lincoln chamber's repre- 
sentative in Washington. 
After pointing out that the peti- 
tioners are representing the prin- 
cipal manufacturing and distribut- 
ing points in the "differential terri- 
tory which lies immediately west of 
the Missouri river, in eastern Ne- 
braska," the petition relates that 
class rates between this territory 
and that east of the 
Mississippi 
river have "for more than forty 
years been made upon a fixed rela- 
tionship with the rates between Om- 
aha and the territory east. This re- 
lationship has since been main- 
tained continuously with the' ac- 
quiescence and co-operation of the 
carriers involved. And this has been 
done without attack or objection by 
any other interest." 
Decry Zone "Penalty." 
The only interest the petitioners 
have in the key point rates, accord- 
Ing to the brief, is "the fact that 
the rates prescribed are materially 
below the general scale for the Om- 
aha distance," while the rates to 
Beatrice, Lincoln and Fremont are 
compartively close to the scale for 
their distances and in many in- 
stances above it. Tabulations of the 
rates have been listed to sustain 
this contention. 
From every standpoint of rate- 
making, the brief asserts, Lincoln, 
and Fremont should be included in 
zone No. 1. From any standpoint of 
rate-making there is no justification 
for penalizing this stretch of terri- 
tory by applying zone No. 2 rates.- 
If the present zoning is not recti- 
fied "many queer results will fol- 
low." 
It is then pointed out that the

clude Lincoln and Fremont, If this 
is done, the brief states, “It 
will 
place LinooJn and Fremont in a 
proper relationship to Omaha, and 
much 
improve 
the 
situation of 
Beatrice.” The petltlton was filed 
with the commls.slon by E. J. Mc- 
Vann. the Lincoln chamber’s repre- 
scaitative In Washing ton. 
After pointing out that the peti­ 
tioners are representing the prin­ 
cipal manufacturing and distribut­ 
ing points in the “differential terri­ 
tory which lies immediately west of 
the Missouri river, in eastern Ne­ 
braska,” the petition relates that 
class rates between this territory 
and that east of the 
Mississippi 
river have “for more than forty 
y ears been made upon a fix ed rela­ 
tionship with the rates between Om­ 
aha and the territory east. 'This re­ 
lationship has since been main­ 
tained continuously with the ac­ 
q uiescence and co-operation of the 
carriers Involved. And this has been 
done without attack or objecUon by 
any other Interest."

The only interest the petitioners 
have in the key point rates, accord­ 
ing to the brief, is “the fact that 
the rates prescribed are materially 
below the g eneral scale for the Om­ 
aha distance," while the rates to 
Beatrice. Lincoln and Fremont are 
compartively clo.se to the scale for 
their distances and in many 
in­ 
stances alx jve it. Tabulations of the 
rates have been listed to 
sustain

Prom every standpoint of rate- 
jnaklng , the brief Rs.serts, Lincoln, 
and Fremont should be included in 
aone No. 1. From any standjwint of 
rate-making there is no justification 
for penalizing this stretch of terri­ 
tory by apply ing zone No. 2 rates.
